Work for voter registration 
The deadline for voter registration is rapidly approaching 
and according to experts, more than 55 million potential 
voters, two million of them in Ohio, are uni That 
statistic seven more.regrattable with ihe realization that ® 
disproportionate'number of those unregistered are amnony 
the lowest educational and financial achievers. 

The decline in registration and voter participation leaves 
vast numbers of people without adequate representation. 
— Much emphasis must be placed_on registering minori- 

ties, people with low incomes, youths, and the elderly. 

In a participatory democracy the current decline is a 
ragic blow to effective and efficient government. Over 74 
miltion eligible voters did not care enough to vote in 1980. 

The percentage of voters who have cast ballots inthe last 
ve presidential elections has decreased dramatically with 
ach election, from 62.8 percent in 1960 to 53.9 percent in 
980 

Secretary of State Sherrod Brown and other members of 
ihe National Association of Secretaries of State (NASS) 
ave begun a massive national voter registration drive. 

In Ohio, Brown has barnstormed ail over the state urging 
rganizations to undertake voter istration projects. He 
as encouraged local Boards of Election to join with private 
roperty owners in establishing registration centers in pub- 
ic buildings. Now anyone visiting, shopping, working or 
onducting business in the area will be able to register in 

ajor office buildings in different areas on at least one day 
between now and October 9. 

The Ohio Department of Transportation has also started 
a nonpartisan registration drive and all facilities of the 
department has employees who are deputy registrars. 
Activity by other groups is also intensifying indicating that 
many Americans feel no principle is more sacred than the 
right to vote. There have been many barriers to free partici- 
pation in the electoral process, but in Ohio the restrictions 
are fewer and the only requirements are citizenship, resid- 
ency and prior registration, all easily demonstrable. 

Two years ago the voter turnout rose for the first time 
since 1960 primarily because of increased interest from 
women, the poor and from Blacks. By working to increase 
voter rolls, individuals and groups can assure that elected 
officials will work to implement the American dream for all. 


|Only in Cincinnati 


Certain things occur periodically that could only happen 
in Cincinnati. One of those things happened last week at 
the McMillan Street office of the Hamilton County Welfare 
Department. The ability to vote ina free society is one of the 
most precious rights that we possess. However, there are 
many in this society who have not voted in a long time or 
never voted-before because they haven't registered.

| County property. The woman was told that there is a law 


against soliciting on county property. When she explained 
that she was only doing what thousands of people are 
currently doing nationwide, she was told that she was vio- 
lating the law. When she tried to protest by saying that she 
was just exercising her rights under the U.S. Constitution, 
she was introduced to Cincinnati-style justice. 

The police were called, and the woman was handcuffed 
and carted off to jail. Before she was formally arraigned on 
the trespassing charges, she was put through an embar- 

5 rassing strip search. Officers said they were looking for any 
possible weapons. Now come on. What weapons would a 


~ voter registration worker be carrying? 
This is not the first time, and probably will not be the last, 
that Cincinnati has embarrassed itself. Things are done 


differently here than they are anywhere else. Perhaps that 
is one of the reasons why the city is losing population or 
why out-of-towners do not want to come here to visit. 
Cincinnati's reputation across the country is that of a

Candidates use Jackson voter gains 


As the 1984 campaign races 
head into the final straightaway, & 
seems like an appropriate time to 
attempt to evaluate the success of 
Rev. Jesse Jackson's presidential 
campaign in increasing the 
number of Blacks running tor pub- 
tic office in Ohio 

One of Jackson's primary goats 
in waging his presidential carn- 
paign was to sweep inaraft of new 
Black elected officials on a tide of - 
new Black voters, Results of this 
strategy, according to the 
respected Black political think 
tank the Joint Center for Political » 
Studies, may have been “mixed”. 

On the one hand, Black voter 
registration in the 11 southern 
states rose by 685,000 between 
1980 and 1984. However, the Joint 
Center also said that much of this 
increase appeared to have 
occurred between 1960 and 1962; 
thus, the affect of the Jackson 
candidacy mey not have been as 
great as initially supposed. 

in Ohio, the presence of Jack- 
son on the Democratic primary 
ballot had a spectacular affect on 
Black voting behavior: voter turn- 
out in Black areas increased 36 
percent overthe 1980 primary; 


according to CBS news. while 
total voter turmout only increased 
2 7 

Howéyer, the 5 percent of 
Blacks who were yoting for the 
first time — a key figure, consider- 
ing Jackson's hope that thousands 
of previously-unregistered Blacks 


would march to the polis in his 
behalf -- was only slightly higher 
than the 4 percent of whites. What 
appears to have happened in the 
Black community — which Is a pos- 
itive factor in itself -- Is that 
previously-registered Black voters 
are becoming, increasingly more 
likely to vote: Black voter partici- 
pation jumped substantially 
between 1980 and 1984, and in the 
1984 primary was almost as high 
as white voter participation.

Black unity significant outcome of Mondale meeting 


By CONGRESSMAN GUS GAVAGE 


More than a month after the 
Democratic Party convention |, 
along with other nationally promi- 
nent Black leaders, met at length 
with Democratic presidential 
nominee Walter Mondale in St. 
Paul, Minn., the final outcome of 
which was enthusiastic endorse- 
ment of the Mondale-Ferraro 
ticket. 

The meeting, which téok place 
on August 26, the 21st anniversary 
of the historic Dr. Martin Luther 
King-led march on Washington, 
may in time prove to be of almost 
equal historic significance. 

Yat, despite its potential historic 
signiticance, probably the single 
most important immediate sym- 
bolic gesture coming out of that 
highly publicized gathering was 
Rev. Jesse Jackson embracing 
‘land shaking hands with Detroit 
Mayor Coleman Young! 

Let me explain. 

Prior to the meeting with the 
other Black leaders, Mondale had 
conferred privately with Rev. 
Jackson for more than two hours 
at his North Oaks., Minn., home. 
Later when Rev. Jackson and 
Mondale joined the assembly of 
Black leaders. which consisted of 
allies of both Jackson and Mon- 
dale, it was clear that Mondale was 
forced finally to recognize the 
“Country Preacher” as the premier 
Black leader. Hence, when the 
Black leaders consumated the 
business at hand in an atmosphére 
where Jackson was Clearly the 
dominant figure, itwent along way 


toward confirming what the Black 
masses of this country have 
already established: Jesse Jack- 
son is the number one Black 
leader in the United States today. 

This situation is precisely what 
Mondale and many prominent 
Black moderates had been schem- 


ing for months to keep from devel- 
oping -- for the game plan all along 
had been to deny the leadership of 
Black America to Jesse Jackson 
and other progressive Blacks. 

Even after Rev. Jackson 
attracted the masses through his 
intellectual brilliance in TV 
debates, confounded his critics by 
his strong showing in the primar- 
ies, and wowed the nation with his 
inspring oratory at the convention, 
Mondale stuck to this game plan. 

But Mondale's moderate Black 
supporters were weakening. They 
had been trained to read Black 
discontent, even if he had not. And 
developments since the conven- 
tion were making it crystal clear 
that the extra thrust from Black 
America that Mondale would have 
to get to be elected, would not be 
forthcoming without the all-out 
support of the “Country Preacher” 
and his allies. 

Consequently, in order to win 
the public endorsement of these 
processive Black leaders, Mon- 
dale called the St.Paul meeting to

Taylor's lovefest for the 
“violated” Wiltiams then 
really turned convoluted: 
“Isn't it interesting, Vanessa, 
that in this country nudity is 
a disgrace and racism isn't?” 
Nudity? Two naked women 
together in love scenes and, 
says Newsweek, “engaged 
in explicit acts of oral sex" is 
innocent nudity? 

Did not violate society's 
ethics? She certainly wasn't 
selling memberships for the 
NAACP in Penthouse. The 
problem, Taylor seems to 
argue, is that it is not what 
the former Miss America did, 
but that society is wrong 
because it doesn’t accept 
what she did. | say that her 
nude disgrace had nothing 
to do with racism and vio- 
lates the standards of 
decency of any organized 
society or any racial group. 

The 63 years of racist 
exclusion from the Miss 
America pageant is “more 
offensive morally than any 
transgression on your part,” 
Ms. Taylor writes to Willi- 
ams. This is the poorest 
excuse I've heard yet for 
pornography. To know that 
Taylor is wrong all you need 
is a pair of eyes -- even one 
will do. Williams is right 
because racism is wrong? 
Added a female Wi 
Post writer: “And. any 
woman, be she 19 or 39,

Even her pursuit 
of pornography omitted 
Blacks. The disgrace that 
followed was also “color- 
less.” 


She has confessed that- 
she was wrong, that she took 
achance and got caught. So 
let it be. 


What she called a “mis- 
take” of her youth now looks 
more like a pattern in 1982 
when, according to People 
magazine, she “wandered 
into the porn (pornography) 
field.” And she admits that 
she signed a release for the 
second white photographer's 
S & M pictures taken in his 
apartment. 

This admission strips (pun 
intended) her of her youthful 
innocence excuse because

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it means that she wanted the 
world to see what the 
camera saw. Which gives a 
mew meaning to the em- 
battied Penthouse 


Bob Guccione's words: 
“When did they say they 
didn't want the pictures. in 
Penthouse? Where did they 
want them to be published? 
in Good Housekeeping?" 

She is suing the first photo- 
grapher to pay her, but not 
to restrain Penthouse. 

_ While Witiams got dis- 
graced,-every white man 
associated with her downfall 
got something, Bob Gucci- 
one got $24 million on the 
September issue alone; her 
obese white photographer 
mate friend -~ all 300. pounds 
ofehim ---got-atuleast 
$250,000, almost $1,000 a 
pound. And her white boy- 
friend of tour years got his 
hat 

So much for her notion of 
integration. She exploited 
her body to benefit her ambi- 
tions and all of the white 
people connected with her 
ambitions gota free ride -- or 
deserted her. 

Even when she was 
busted, the only news organ- 
izations to whom she gave 
exclusive interviews were 
white. |saw no such concern 
on her part for the Black 
Press --not a single news- 
paper or magazine -- includ- 
ing the Essence magazine 
that defended her ethics. 

And on top of all of this, 
after turning her back on 
Black people, she now 
returns by insulting our 
intelligence. “And above all, 
\'m Black.” Believe it or not; 
those words were spoken by 
the most conspicuous un- 
Black, Black woman in pub- 
lic life. Now she turns for 
support to the people she 
scorned. 

Know why? Because legit- 
imate white people don't 
want her anymore. But 
Essence magazine's editor 
is, along with Williams, 
pushing the line that thisisa 
racial issue rather than a 
moral issue. 

Susan Taylor of Essence 
in her open-letter editorial to 
Williams blames society's 
ethics and suggests that the

did, but that the public 
doesn't accept what she'did. 

Essence affects the opin- 
ions of many of the 2.9 mil- 
lion readers tt claims. Young 
Black women look to it for a 
sanse of self and are guided 
by Its directions and. role 
models. Taylor's editorial 
fails them. It certainly 
misrepresents the mood of 
the Afro-American com- 
munity. 

\ prefer the opinions of the 
Btack-mathers who ere 
warning their daughters not 
to be like Williams —- in racial 
identity or morals -- and a 
Black model, Donna Jorge, 
from Philadelphia who said: 
“Iwas proud when she won, 
but-these pictures ... if you 
saw: them-you- would: think 
she was a lesbian ... it’s not 
what the Miss America 
Pageant wants ...it's not 
what. God wants.’’ Most 
Black women would not do 
what Williams did. 

We don't owe Vanessa Wil- 
liams anything. She has dis- 
graced Black people, denied 
us, worked with racism 
when it suited her ambitions 
and now seeks to exploit our 
moral high ground. 

The Essence defense of 
Williams’ sexually explicit 
(and then some) porno- 
graphy is astride a mural 
hobby horse. Perhaps, Tay- 
lor inadvertently has con- 
fused nudity with lesbian 
pornography and opportu- 
nism with Blackness. 

Comments in Black pap- 
ers across the country are 
also at odds with the 
Essence position. An editor- 
ial in The Charlotte Post. the 
leading Black paper there, 
described Williams as “a 
young woman abandoning 
her sense of personal 
decency in a quest to 
advance herself.” 

A Black mother of two 
girls, concerned about posi- 
tive role models, said in New 
York's Amsterdam News 
that William's behavior “was 
morally indecent and 
wrong" and she is now 


“sorry ... only, because she 
was exposed.
